Double trouble 


When we discovered that two local actresses were playing Pauline in 
simultaneous productions of One Man, Two Guvnors, we had to find 
out more. Anwar Brett meets Kellie Shirley and Rhona Croker...

Kellie Shirley 

From Albert Square to stage and screen 

S ome actors leave Albert Square behind and 
are quickly forgotten. Others, like Forest 
Hill-based Kellie Shirley, use Eastenders as a 
springboard to other things. The 29-year-old actress, 
familiar to millions as Carly Wicks in the BBC 
programme, already has a clutch of new films in the 
pipeline and has recently embarked on a regional 
tour of One Man, Two Guvnors. 

“It’s a really exciting time,” she enthuses. “People 
in the street might know you from one particular 


show, but your interests go much further. There’s a 
whole other world of stuff going on in my head.” 

The play marks a return to her roots, a chance 
to get back to live performance after the typically 
gruelling schedule of episodic television and the 
challenge of working in films such as the London 
riot drama GBH, Girl On A Bicycle and Everybody's 
Going To Die. She’s even starring in a big screen 
adaptation of the hit stage farce Run For Your Wife , 
directed by Ray Cooney, coming out next year. But 
One Man, Two Guvnors, with Rufus Hound in the 
role originated by James Corden, is understandably 
dominating her thoughts currently. 










When not working, Shirley might be found 
gossiping with friends at St David’s cafe near Forest 
Hill station, or at Chandelier in East Dulwich. Or she 
might be jogging around Dulwich Park, a legacy of 
the two London marathons she has run and the one 
she hopes to complete in support of the Anthony 
Nolan Trust in 2014. 

Zumba classes keep her fit, at least, and allow 
her to indulge a passion she developed through 
her drama training at The BRIT School in Croydon. 

“I love music,” she chuckles. “But dancing is what 
does it for me.” Strictly Come Dancing producers 
might want to take note. 

There’s a big personality behind the familiar 
face of Kellie Shirley, and so much more to her 
than one role can convey. She clearly adores 
live performance, as a list of her favourite writers 
suggests. 

“Richard Bean, who wrote One Man Two 
Guvnors , is brilliant. And I love a woman called 
Debbie Tucker Green, who wrote a play called 
Random. And I’m biased because my fella Phil 
Davies is a playwright. I love his stuff.” 

The biggest problem she has about going on 
tour with the play is leaving her boyfriend of eight 
years behind, but the actress jokes it will give him 
a chance to write a nice, juicy role for her. She’s so 
busy that finding the time to actually do it might be 
a whole other problem, but it’s a challenge Kellie 
Shirley can take in her stride.

“It’s so brilliant,” she adds. “I went to see a 
preview when James was in it. I thought it was the 
funniest play I’d ever seen, and loved it so much I 
didn’t want it to end.” 

So she’s well aware of the appeal the play holds 
for the audience. Shirley plays Pauline Clench, a 
gift of a character for any actress, but not one of the 
brightest women in the world. 

“She wouldn’t be your ‘Phone A Friend’ on 
Who Wants To Be A Millionaire? that’s for sure,” 
the actress laughs. “It’s set in the 60s, she’s getting 
married to an actor and she’s really excited about 
this when the play opens. She’s a bit simple and 
ditzy - it’s high comedy.” 

It seems curious that, while Kellie Shirley plays 
Pauline on a national tour of the play, fellow 
southeast Londoner Rhona Croker is portraying the 
same character at the Theatre Royal Haymarket. 
Despite the fact the two actresses live quite 
close to each other their paths haven’t crossed 
professionally, except in the rare coincidence of 
essaying this same role at the same time. 

“Hamlet is performed every day somewhere in 
the world,” Shirley adds. “So you’re going to have a 
thousand Ophelias - but if you’re playing her it’s still 
your part. And Pauline was originally played by one 
of my friends, Claire Lams. So it’s not going to be 
odd at all because I’m going to be off doing it with 
my cast and Rhona’s going to be doing it with her 
cast. It’s the play of the moment, and that’s just 
what happens.”

Haymarket, Hollywood and beyond 

I t must feel like your first day at school when 
you join an already established cast in a 
successful stage production. Rhona Croker 
would recognise that feeling, having come 
aboard the long-running One Man, Two Guvnors 
at the Theatre Royal Haymarket recently. But she 
remained impressively unfazed by the experience. 

“I had a strong idea of what I wanted to do,” 
the Yorkshire-born actress explains. “And that’s 
what they employed me to do. People were very 
generous, so it’s not been too hard, it’s just the 
rhythms that are different. 

Everyone has been really 
accommodating.” 

It probably helps that, 
as Croker takes on the 
role of the sweet-but- 
dim Pauline Clench, 

Phil Cornwell is another 
new kid in the company 
playing her wheeler- 
dealer father Charlie. 

“A fantastic understudy has just joined as well, 
so the three of us have all come in together, which 
is nice. We’ve had a six-week rehearsal period and 
they’ve had eight months doing it, but everyone has 
been really welcoming.” 

A background in comedy - for a while in 
productive partnership with her friend Stephanie 
Jory - is helpful to the challenge of thinking on 
your feet. The fits of laughter that accompany the 
comedy action in Richard Bean’s play make it a 
delight for those watching, but a good sense of 
timing is clearly important for those on stage, too. 

“Every audience is different and sometimes they 
laugh at different things, so you have to choose when 
you’re going to come in with your line. Having a 
comedy background is hugely helpful.” 

Growing up in Sheffield, Croker was unsure of her 
career plans, until a teacher suggested drama. 

“I was a bit directionless, but my drama teacher 
said I was good at acting so why not go to Italia 


Conti in Clapham? I auditioned, and got in on a 
scholarship. Then I went on tour for a couple of 
years. I went back to Sheffield wondering where I 
was going to land and I had friends in London, so 
thought I’d give that a shot. I’ve made it my home 
here now. I’ve always been south of the river, and 
I love it. I’ve always been a Lambeth girl, but I’m in 
Southwark temporarily, at London Bridge, then I’m 
heading up to Tulse Hill, which is near Kellie. 

“This is where work is. I’m nipping into Soho all 
the time to do voiceovers, and I’m just up the road 
for auditions. There’s a real sense of community 
here as well. There’s always so much going on.” 

Although her career branched into comedy 
after an enjoyable 
experience performing at 
the Edinburgh Festival, 
Croker is equally keen 
to be challenged by the 
dramatic roles that come 
her way as the comic 
roles in My Family and 
Watson and Oliver. One 
tricky choice she had 
to make recently came 
when she had the chance to audition for a role in 
Ridley Scott’s epic sci-fi tale Prometheus. 

“I had a trip planned to South Africa,” she sighs. 
So I went along [to the audition] not expecting to 
get it, then I had to cancel my holiday for just two 
days of filming! But it was awesome. I don’t regret 
my decision at all, even though I went and saw 
the 3D version and I can’t even see myself on the 
screen. Apparently I’m in the 2D version though.” 

That might have whet Croker’s appetite for more 
big-screen experiences, but it’s the variety of her 
work that is most satisfying, going from a major 
Hollywood production to the shared intimacy of a 
stage production with instant audience feedback. 

“I do love that about the business,” she says. “You 
just don’t know what’s going to come up from one 
week to the next...” }

There’s something 
about Mary... 


Mary Portas has travelled the country shaking up our high streets, 
and now Forest Hill, Kirkdale and Sydenham have won funding 
to do just that. Linda Welsh examines the community-led project 


S he’s a retail guru and consumer 
champion. A heroine of the high 
street, the Queen of Shops, Frocks 
and Charity. Yes, it’s the one and only 
Mary Portas. Climbing from the lowly 
ranks of John Lewis Saturday girl, Mary 
now heads a retail branding and communications 
business, has her own fashion collection at House 
of Fraser, set up her own factory making British 
lingerie and is Global Retail Ambassador for Save 
the Children (which she supports via her Living and 
Giving Shops). Plus, she has just surfaced from an 
intense week-long televised experiment in running 
a hotel alongside Gordon Ramsay in Channel 4’s 
Hotel GB. Phew. 

Portas is not a woman to rest on her laurels. The 
52-year-old earned her retail stripes creating window 
and in-store displays at Topshop and Harrods, 
becoming Creative Director for Harvey Nichols and 
making the board before turning 30. Then, in 1997 
she founded her retail branding agency Yellow 
Door with business partner Peter Cross. 

In May 2011 Portas was set a challenge by David 
Cameron and Nick Clegg to conduct a wide-ranging 
independent High Street Review, a task she admits 
was “the most massive challenge of my career. A 
myriad of previous reports put together by industry 
chiefs and business groups were in existence, but 
none had been actioned. Portas’ report, however, 
has seen the government and local communities 
swinging into action already, and one such 
community is Forest Hill, Sydenham and Kirkdale. 

The three hubs came together to submit a funding 
application to the Portas Pilot Funding Scheme, 
which would grant up to £100,000 from the Greater 
London Authority (GLA), enhanced by a further 
£115,000 generated by Lewisham Council, to be 
spent on town centre improvements. Though 
closely missing out in the first round, the team went 
back and developed their bid and won Portas Pilot 
Town status in the second round. 

Portas said: “I’ve been deeply touched by 
the quality and creativity of the bids and the 


momentum Britain’s first town teams have 
generated. It is now clearer to me than ever that 
Britain wants its town centres revitalised and the 
energy and accountability for that needs to rest with 
the people who live and do business there.” 

A Londoner herself, Portas knows the value of 
community spirit in a big city. On opening her third 
Living and Giving store in Westbourne Grove, near 
her Maida Vale home, she said: “I am so excited 
to be setting up shop in Primrose Hill - there is a 
brilliant community already and I want local artists, 
craftspeople, designers, cake bakers and shoppers 
to come and be a part of Living and Giving. After all, 
it’s a space for the local community.” 

Vive le Shop Revolution! 

The planned regeneration programme comprises 
three strands: The Shop Revolution, Jack and Jill 
Community Hubs and Market Makers. Louise Brooks,

who runs her own marketing consultancy for high 
street businesses, Bake London, is charged with the 
first of these tasks: The Shop Revolution, where a 
mass pop-up project will put paid to the problem of 
empty units and reflect the commercial, community 
and arts-related interests of the local people. Three 
pop-up shops in Forest Hill, Kirkdale and Sydenham 
are due to be trialled before Christmas, with a 
further seven to nine being rolled out across all 
three areas between January and May 2013. 

The Shop Revolution was inspired by Brixton 
Village, says Brooks: “That was a group of locals 
who came together when the landlord was going 
to develop the space and said, ‘Let’s see if we 
can stimulate demand for units’. They let out the 
empty units to an array of different businesses and 
organisations.” The initial three-month leases were 
rent free, giving rise to an assorted mix of businesses 
and creating a calendar of theatre and music events 
that marked it as a destination that now very firmly 
features now on the Time Out map. 

“It’s amazing,” adds Brooks. “It’s affordable space, 
which is something we need to tackle here. We’re 
going to have a million different things going on and 
people can learn about managing, planning events, 
marketing and PR. To get this up off the ground 
we’re going to need to get a lot of volunteers and 
we’re talking to youth groups about young people 
being involved. 

“We want to be able to create a platform for 
people to come and start talking about what they 
want from their high street so people can carve out 
their own opportunities.” 

Jack and Jill Community Hubs 

Ed Holloway from architecture practice Beep 


Studios has been tasked with the second element of 
the project: the Jack and Jill Community Hubs. The 
idea for the hubs came about when Holloway, with 
academic group The Small Change Forum, became 
involved with an Arts Council-funded programme 
that was building bonds in the community; 
considering themes of space, place and identity. 

“We discovered there were a lot of diverse groups 
with ideas and issues they wanted to discuss,” says 
Holloway, “and using a hub for them to interface 
with was a really valuable prospect.” A possible 
site for one of the hubs has already been identified 
in Sydenham and an artist-in-residence is already 
being sought to engage people in local issues, find 
out what they care about and what they want to see 
in their high street. 

Ed also brought Hugh Dames to the project, 

“Who’s been fundamentally important to a lot of 
these social value initiatives: Pop-up Forest Hill and 
Pop-up Kirkdale. Hugh’s a great guy who has so 
much energy and put his heart and soul into some of 
the groundwork before this bid actually happened.” 

Another community initiative Holloway has been 
leading in Forest Hill, separate from the Jack and 
Jill project, is bringing the award-winning campaign 
Totally Local to the area. A recent day of Totally 
Locally Fiver Fest deals - a mini shopping festival 
for the town where participating shops have a 
special £5 offer - was planned to coincide with the 
official opening of Forest Hill pools. 

Market Makers 

And finally comes Market Makers, charged by Forest 
Hill Society chairman Richard Hibbert. The Market 
Makers project aims to give those keen to start a 
business an opportunity to run a stall to try out and 
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test the market demand for what they’re offering. 

The Market Makers project has 18 markets to run 
as part of its bid, three of which will be run as 
Christmas markets in Forest Hill, Sydenham 
and Kirkdale. 

The aim is for those who prove to be a success to 
graduate to a shop, and there’s been success here 
already: Aga’s Little Deli went from stall to shop 
five months ago after owner Aga Czarnota started at 
the Forest Hill Food Fair selling cheeses, pesto and 
other organic foodstuffs over the Jubilee Weekend. 
She never intended to open a deli, but when Food 
Fair customers suggested it, she decided to give 
it a go. With Hibbert’s help she secured a place. 
Aga’s Little Deli sells a selection of cheeses, olives, 
organic fruit and veg, and at the end of October 
the deli will host “a French Fiesta with cheeses and 
cured French meats, some dry ham, pate and cake 
from the French Bakery in Bermondsey - a whole 
week of everything French!” 

The final stage in the Forest Hill, Sydenham and 
Kirkdale Portas Pilot Town is to recruit a Town Team 
Coordinator to coordinate all three facets of the 
project and work with traders, traders associations, 
landlords, councillors and the public to create the 
kind of town centre the local community wants. 

So why not channel Mary Portas and help get your 
local high street ship shape? 

“I am thrilled that communities up and down the 
country have looked beyond the money and have 
been mobilised to create ‘town teams’ and demand 
more for their high streets,” says Portas, and we 
couldn’t agree more. }

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“We came to this street 
in Peckham with no 
expectations, and now 
we find ourselves living i 


X t’s not everyone’s cup of tea living 

and working in the same building, but 
for award-winning international stage 
designer, Es Devlin, it was the perfect 
solution for an ideal work/life balance. 
“About 10 years ago I was living in west 
London and my partner Jack, a costume designer, 
was living in Soho, but we wanted to find a large 
studio space from which we both could work,” 
remembers Es. “We were fortunate to find an old 
jam factory in Peckham and we converted it into 
two studios. Working very long hours, we soon 
realised it would make sense to live and work in the 
same place and we planned to build a two-storey 
house above the studios. It took us three years to 
get planning permission, as the area is specifically 
designated for commercial use. Ultimately, the 
planners could see that our proposal would bring 
more business to the area and our dream finally 
became a reality.” 

A former jam factory in the middle of Peckham 
might not be where you’d expect to find one of the 
world’s most sought-after designers, but after working 
on visual spectacles like Lady Gaga’s Monster Ball 
and Take That’s Circus Tour , not to mention the 
Olympic Closing Ceremony and hundreds of theatre 
and opera productions, Es doesn’t want her home to 
be an architectural statement. 

“When you’re doing a show you make a statement 
about the space and the space is invested with the 
energy of the statement. That’s wonderful for a pop 
concert or an opera, but not how I want to live. 

Some designers extend all their expertise into their 
home life, but in my job I make choices all day long, 
so when I get home I’m ‘choiced out’. For me, at the 
end of the day, I want a break from work, especially 
as I have two young children to think about. I 
like my living space to be simple and functional, 
even though I am a fan of bold, contemporary 
architecture. When I do turn my attention to home, 
though, of course I use my professional eye.” 

Es’ colourful, open-plan living area with 
warehouse proportions is effortlessly stylish, and 
yet child friendly. She mixes a wooden Ikea work 
surface with Ptolemy Mann textile art and Turkish 
rugs with Charles Eames DSW chairs. Children’s 
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paintings adorn the walls and toys are neatly boxed 
around the room. 

“We don’t want to feel anxious about things 
getting broken or damaged, so nothing in our home 
is too precious,” says Es. “Though the Damien Hirst 
Psalm print is quite high up the wall so the children 
can’t reach it! Things with meaning like the Georg 
Jensen Koppel steel pitcher I bought for Jack’s 
birthday is beautiful to look at, but it sits proudly on 
the everyday kitchen counter.” 

Es is equally modest when it comes to Christmas, 
and is keen to have a rest after an exceptionally 
busy and demanding year designing her most high- 
profile gig to date. 

“We’ll have a big Christmas tree, which will 
be very tasteless with colourful lights and many 
handmade decorations,” confesses Es. “I like it to 
be random and not at all styled, and this is probably 
to do with keeping home and work separate. I want 
to feel like I’m on holiday, so I won’t be spending 
hours designing garlands and wreaths.” (Though she 
will be designing her five-year old daughter’s school 
play, which is very lucky for them!). 

“What I enjoy in this house is the mix of art, 
children and the odd prop that I get to keep, like 
the Antony Gormley-style sculptures from an RSC 
production of Hecuba. What’s most surprising 
though, is the incredible view over London.” 

And it really does have the ‘wow’ factor: The 
Houses of Parliament, The London Eye, The Shard, 

St Paul’s Cathedral, The Gherkin and Tower Bridge 
are just some of the iconic landmarks visible from 
the top of the house. 

“We came to this street in Peckham with no 
expectations other than the space, and now we 
find ourselves living in this unique property with 
spectacular views across London,” muses Es. “While 
working on the Lady Gaga show she came to my 
studio to look at the designs, and it just so happened 
it was bonfire night. We ended up watching an 
amazing display of fireworks over London from the 
terrace and I think she thought I’d organised them 
just for her.” 

It seems nothing is unusual in this little oasis of 
south east London, with limos delivering pop stars 
and him directors and Es’ husband Jack hosting 
costume fittings for The Lion King and Batman. 

“Sometimes people walk past this building and 
knock on the door because they are so intrigued as 
to what goes on here, but it’s just us going about our 
business,” laughs Es. “It felt a lot edgier when we first 
came here 10 years ago, but that’s changed with the 
influx of many more artists and designers. It’s a very 
convenient location as it’s so close to town, and

I take the bus everywhere. Unbelievably, 

I discovered that the designer of the Olympic 
Games Opening Ceremony, Mark Tildesley, and 
the producer, his wife Tracey Seaward, live on 
this road too. We met at a safety briefing meeting 
just before the games started and have become 
very good friends. We also discovered that Misty 
Buckley, designer of the Paralympic Games Closing 
Ceremony lives in Peckham Rye. It’s incredible that 
it took a global event like the Olympics to bring 
like-minded neighbours together, and now we are 
planning to do something local that’s a legacy from 
our amazing Olympic experience.” 

A quiet, unassuming street in Peckham is not 
quite where you’d expect to find Lady Gaga hanging 
out with Britain’s most talented set designer, but 
then again, it seems this is no ordinary street. }

Despite pubs closing at an accelerating rate, the craft-beer scene 
is thriving. David Pollack explores south London’s brew scene 
where urban hopters are rediscovering the traditional London pint 


It’s time to put your prejudices aside, take a deep 
breath and step back into the British boozer. A 
quiet revolution has been taking place that is fast 
changing the British beer scene. Changing it from 
one of beards, bellies and notebooks to one of 
sophisticated cool. And it’s attracting a suitably 
cool crowd - say hello to the urban hopster. 

Despite pubs closing throughout the UK at the 
rate of 12 a day, craft brewers and craft-beer pubs 
are springing up at an accelerating rate. And south 
London is no exception. 

“Craft beer is part of the overall revolution in 
food where quality, care and ethical sourcing are 
paramount,” says Charlie McVeigh, owner of the 
craft beer chain The Draft House. “And the great 
thing about craft beer is it’s a democratic drink. It’s 
actually very cheap for what it is.” 

McVeigh’s Draft House pubs are typical of a new 
breed where the emphasis is on quality beer and 
food and an environment that suits all. No loud 
music, no sport and no fruit machines. 

“We’d like to encourage people to drink better 
beer, to know where that beer is coming from, 
and what the story is behind it because it’s often 
fascinating,” says McVeigh. 

Trying to define what is meant by ‘craft’ beer is 
tricky. It brings to mind Louis Armstrong’s response 


to the question ‘What is Jazz?’: “If you gotta ask, 
you’ll never know.” 

Now I’m not suggesting you’ll never know 
- but rather that the best way to find out what 
it’s all about is to roll your sleeves up and start 
drinking it. After all, we can talk about hectolitre 
outputs, the relative merits of keg and cask and 
cellaring times all we want, but nothing beats 
simply drinking great beer. 

Peter Haydon brews his beers at The Florence 
in Herne Hill. Like many craft brewers he delights in 
discovering old beer recipes and recreating them. 

In this sense he is as much an historian as a master 
brewer. Haydon is author of a number of books on 
the subject of beer and pubs including The English 
Pub: A History. 

“Both the UK and the US microbrewery 
revolutions were inspired by a reaction against the 
dominance of the big guys and their fundamental 
indifference to their consumers,” says Haydon. 
“Because they dominated the market you either 
drank what they produced or you drank nothing. 
And if you didn’t like it - well tough!” 

Martin Harley is owner of the Crown and Anchor 
on Brixton Road. Open Since April, the Crown is 
another great modern craft pub that’s attracting a 
cool urban crowd with great beer and food and

convivial surroundings. We spoke about another 
characteristic of the craft scene - matching beer 
with food. 

“There’s a broader range of flavours in beer 
than wine. This often makes beer the perfect 
accompaniment to food. If you match them 
right, it’s amazing how good it is,” says Harley. 

“For instance, try eating German bratwurst and 
German mustard (it must be German) with an 
American IPA like St Lupulin or Goose Island 
and you’ll see what I mean.” 

The final stop on my south London beer 
expedition is the Kernel Brewery situated under 
a railway arch a short walk from London Bridge. 

For any craft-beer fan a trip to the Kernel Brewery 
is akin to a pilgrimage. Just two years after opening 
Evin O’Riordain’s brewery was awarded the British 
Guild of Beer Writers Brewer of the Year award 
2011 . His outstanding beers have shot the brewery 
into the top ranks in a very short time. 

I talked about craft brewing with Evin while 
sampling his beers and being given a tour of the 
brewery. If I had to sum up his approach to brewing 
in one word it would be ‘loving’. You only 
have to sample the delicious aromas of mango, 
pineapple and grapefruit (and a distinct note 
of exotic curry leaf to this reviewer’s nose) in 


his Nelson Sauvin Pale Ale to realise that it’s an 
approach that pays off in spades. 

Now if I still haven’t convinced you it’s time to join 
the craft beer revolution, what if I told you president 
Obama has started brewing his own beer at the White 
House? How much more Zeitgeist do you need? }

Street smart 

Celebrating the gastronomic rise 
of London’s street food scene 


A few years back, eating on the streets 
of London was more high risk than 
haute cuisine. And the options were 
limited, to say the least. You either 
tackled the jaw-cracking clusters of 
sweet sticky nuts, or risked your life 
with a ‘London dog’ - cylindrical 
‘sausages’ so base they made the New 
York Dirty Water dog look like the 
pinnacle of gastronomic greatness. 

It wasn’t as if the city knew nothing 
about al fresco eating. London 
has long had a thriving street food 
culture, stretching right back to 
cook shops selling various pies and 
pasties in Norman days. But just as 
traditional British food was bloodied 
by the combined sucker punches 
of Industrialisation, women leaving 
the home kitchen and the rise of 
processed foods, so street food 
spluttered and died. 

A few years back, though, things 
started to change. Inspired by the 
success of gourmet taco carts, bahn 
mi vans and Korean slider cars in the 
likes of Los Angeles and New York, 
a whole new breed of restaurateurs 
appeared. Compared to opening an 
actual restaurant, overheads were 
cheaper and less cash was needed for 
start up. But don’t for a moment think 
it was the easy option. Serious hard 
work is essential, plus food to get the 
taste buds whooping. Pioneers such 
as Meat Liquor (meatliquor.com) and 
The Pitt Cue Co (pittcue.co.uk) started 
off selling burgers and proper American 
barbeque at festivals and various 
locations around the capital. Both took 
traditional working-class American food 



Some street food vendors like the 
Pitt Cue Co have been so successful 
they’ve opened up restaurants 


and made it great. And both eventually 
made the transition from mobile 
catering to actual restaurants. 

In their wake came dozens of other 
stalls and carts, serving up street food 
to crowds of adoring Londoners. 
Markets such as Whitecross Street, 
Broadway Market and Brick Lane 
became al fresco meccas. Here, 
you can eat everything from proper 
pies (eatmypies.co.uk) and Chinese 
pork buns (yumbunn.co.uk), to 
Mexican burritos (luardos.co.uk) 
and proper falafel at Hoxton Beach 
(hoxtonbeach.com). 

Then there’s Eat Street (eat.st) 
behind King’s Cross station where 
each day, the line up changes. 


Here, you’ll find some of the best 
hot dogs in town from Big Apple 
(bigapplehotdogs.com), alongside 
ribs (and hot sauce) so fine they 
bring a tear to your eye from The 
Ribman (theribman.co.uk), Korean 
fried chicken from Kimchi Cult 
(kimchicult.com), and Sorrento 
style pizza from Pizza Pilgrims 
(pizzapilgrims.co.uk). 

London has always been the 
greatest of immigrant cities, and this 
new wave of street food celebrates 
this, in magnificent style. As for those 
hellish ‘London dogs’? They might 
not have disappeared entirely. But at 
long last, street food has moved from 
culinary cuss to hand-held hallelujah. }

Keston Kitchen 

SEASON’S BEST 

Ceri Wade roasts figs with blue cheese and Parma ham 



Figs are an underused fruit in my opinion, and very 
much in season now. I discovered their particular 
delights around three years ago in the Keston 
Kitchen and have not looked back. They’re unique, 
versatile and feel very autumnal (isn’t this just such 
a wonderful time for food?). If you are not familiar, 

1 recommend seeking some out (I sourced mine 
from SMBS on Lordship Lane) and whipping up a 
seasonal tart, some fig jam or the following quick- 
and-easy starter. It can also be made a little larger 
as a warm salad, which is what I did. The salty blue 
cheese and Parma ham compliment each other 
perfectly with a lovely crunch of walnuts. Yum! 

Ingredients (serves 4) 

8 fresh figs (use dried out of season or if you can’t 
find fresh ones) 

250g soft blue cheese, such as Roquefort or 
Gogonzola 

8 thin slices Parma ham 

2 tbsp balsamic vinegar 

1 tbsp olive oil 

2 tbsp chopped walnuts 
freshly ground black pepper 

watercress, rocket or other leaves for a bed of 
salad. You can also add spring onions. 


Method 

1 . Preheat the oven to 190°C/gas mark 5. 

Cut the figs almost in half from top to bottom, 
leaving the halves attached at the base. 

Scoop out some of the seeds with 
a small spoon. 

2. Cut the blue cheese into small cubes and place 
one inside each halved fig. Close up the figs. 

3 . Lay the Parma ham slices flat on a board. 

Place one stuffed fig on each slice and roll up, 
making sure the ham covers the base of the fig. 
Place on a baking tray. 

4 . Drizzle over a small amount of olive oil and 
balsamic vinegar. Season lightly with pepper 
and place the walnuts on the baking tray. 

5. Bake in the oven for 10-12 minutes until the 
Parma ham crisps up and before the cheese 
starts to ooze out of the figs. 

6 . Serve immediately on a bed of salad dressed 
with any pan juices spooned over, and sprinkled 
with the chopped walnuts. 

7. Some crusty bread can be very handy to mop 
up those delicious juices.

The latest star rising in ‘Bellenden 
Village’ is the The Begging Bowl, 
which brings the ethos of Thai 
street food to Peckham. In the 
kitchen is Jane Alty, who spent 
time in Bangkok working on David 
Thompson’s book Thai Street 
Food. The menu lists tapas-style 
Thai dishes, colour coded by 
price (£5.50-£12.50). Attentive 
staff recommended we share five 
dishes between us (jasmine and 
sticky rice is provided gratis). 

Our first dish, a salad of deep 
fried salmon with sour fruits and 
red chilli dressing, saw perfect 
salmon complemented by mint, 
coriander and red shallots; the 
chilli providing a real kick. The 
spices continued with hot and 
sour soup with prawns. The 
aromatic broth infused with kaffir 
lime leaves, whole green chilli, 
and chunks of galangal and 
lemon grass was delightfully light. 
The green curry which followed, 
unusually, is of rabbit, in a hot 
and pungent sauce, while the 
salad of banana blossom, grilled 
partridge and palm heart (crunchy 
not fibrous) was a huge hit with us 
both. A tofu stir-fry delighted my 
normally carnivorous husband’s 
pallet, but I opted to save myself 
for the restaurant’s only dessert of 
sticky rice and fresh ripe mango. 

The restaurant is compact but 
makes the most of its terrace with 
heat lamps, so that it was full on 
this October evening. They don’t 
take reservations, so go early or 
prepare to queue - it’ll be worth it.

B ritish skiers have long flocked 
to Meribel. In fact, it was 
founded as a ski resort by 
a British colonel just before World 
War II, and has remained so popular 
with us it’s often called a winter 
extension of the Home Counties. It’s 
not difficult to see why - easy to get to 
from Gatwick or St Pancras, Meribel 
offers plenty of apres-ski fun and chic 
eateries as well as more affordable 
accommodation than neighbouring 
Courcheval. But if you do want to 
splash the cash, Meribel’s first five-star 
hotel, La Kaila, opens in December. 

Meribel is also smack in the middle 
of the biggest ski area in the world, the 
Three Valleys, with more than 600km 
of pistes and 183 lifts. And yet this 
French resort, its buildings designed 
sympathetically in the local Savoyard 
style, also retains enough Gallic charm 
to make it feel pleasingly exotic. 


And if it’s good enough for Pippa 
Middleton... Yes, the sister of our 
future queen was spotted zooming 
down Meribel’s slopes earlier this year 
with her family. 

We didn’t need any more 
convincing to pack our skis for 
Meribel. We flew to Geneva on easyjet 
from Gatwick, a two-hour journey by 
private transfer (a bit over three by 
bus), and booked into Hotel L’Eterlou, 
ideally situated a five-minute walk 
from the lifts. Just the sight of Meribel’s 
abundance of traditional wood-and- 
stone buildings silhouetted against 
snowy peaks ticked all the boxes for 
alpine splendour. 

We soon discovered that Meribel’s 
mountain is a little slice of paradise 
for beginners and intermediate skiers, 
never too steep to be intimidating. 
Cruising down its wide, well-kept 
greens and blues proved a fabulous 


prelude to jaunts further afield toward 
Courchevel and Val Thorens. We were 
a group of adults, but from all the 
small family groups dotted about, it’s 
clear that Meribel is considered a great 
learning ground for kids and novices. 

The enormity of the Three Valleys 
and new lifts like the Saulire Express 
and modernised Plattieres gondola 
meant we continually discovered 
fresh terrain all week without feeling 
like we were repeating ourselves. And 
the expert skiers in our group were in 
raptures about the Moonpark terrain 
park and La Face run, created for the 
1992 Olympics and one of five blacks 
in the Meribel valley. 

Of course, all the energetic morning 
skiing means that indulgent lunches 
on the slopes can be a guilt-free 
experience. We found Meribel to have 
an extensive selection of restaurants 
serving French mountain food, heavy

on cheese and meat, although the 
prices can be eye-watering. Special 
mention should go to Le Zinc brasserie 
at the hip Altiport Hotel at the top 
of the Altiport chair lift, where the 
tartiflette with reblochon cheese was 
a delight. Afterwards, done in for the 
afternoon, we took the easy Blachot 
run back down to the village. Another 
day we stopped at L’Adray Telebar for 
a taste of their signature dish, escalope 
a la creme. On our final night 
we pushed the boat out and had 
dinner at Hotel l’Helios, a 4-star hotel 
with an 80-euro-per-head gastro-menu. 
Leave room for the dessert buffet. 

Of course, whizzing down 
mountains works up a thirst, and as 
the resort that introduced the world to 
toffee vodka, Meribel’s reputation for 
apres-ski fun is already unsurpassed. 
Few experiences are as life-affirming 
as enjoying a vin chaud while sitting 
on an outdoor terrace overlooking 
forests and snow-dusted mountains. 

A popular gathering spot is Le Rond 
Point at the mid-station of the Rhodos 
gondola - there, a pop band played 
indoors while we enjoyed a beer on 
the sunny terrace with what seemed 
like the entire population of Meribel. 
Dick’s Tea Bar and the Doron Pub 


are other lively venues packed with 
revellers, though we found Le Poste 
De Secours a more chic alternative 
to partying with the younger crowd. 

Exhausted but happy after a week’s 
hard skiing and enthusiastic eating, 
we packed our bags for home, 
certain that we’d return to Meribel. 
Although already a magnet for Brits, 
the constant upgrading of hotels 
and ski infrastructure means Meribel 
doesn’t rest on its laurels, but is always 
improving. And its slopes are the 
smoothest around. 

Inghams offers a selection 
of 12 properties, ranging from 
2* to 4* apartments, chalets and 
hotels. Stay at the 4* La Chaudanne 
Hotel (three hotels, including I’Eterlou) 
for 7 nights on a halfboard basis, 
with prices starting from £1,119 
per person, including flights from 
Gatwick to Geneva and resort 
transfers.

Val d’lsere in Savoie, France, is a ski 
resort for those who like to learn in 
the deep end. When we arrived via 
a three-hour transfer from Geneva 
airport, I couldn’t help but be 
intimidated by the number of black 
slopes on offer. Having hosted both 
the Olympic and World Cup Downhill 
competitions, as well as the Alpine 
Ski World Championships, it’s no 
surprise that Val d’lsere has fairly 
high standards when it comes to 
an inaugural ski lesson. I was 
promised ‘an easy introduction’ on 
the nurseries but soon found myself 
staring down the barrel of an alpine 
gun at the top of a green slope. On 
my slapstick journey, I managed to get 
one clean run (accompanied by lots 
of snow ploughing) before corralling 
into a rope fence by the ski lift. 

For many the measure of a good 
resort is the length of its season, and 
Val d’lsere doesn’t disappoint. Though 
my visit was cutting it fine in April, the 
alps were still covered in thick snow. 

I had planned to spend most of the 


journey sipping hot chocolate by 
a log fire, but Val d’lsere does not 
wait for the timid skier. 

The resort is well preserved with 
a low-rise, woody aesthetic that has 
all but disappeared from other ski 
destinations. As we drove towards our 
new home at the Le Chardon lodges, 
there was not a high-rise building in 
sight. Instead we found dark wood 
chalets sensitively constructed 
at the foot of the mountains. 

To Le Chardon, a family-owned 
chalet business that runs like 
clockwork - preserving the integrity 
of the landscape is key, locating 
themselves at the highest point in 
the village for privacy. ‘Breathtaking 
views’ is a brochure cliche, and yet I 
found myself taking a gasp of alpine 
air every time I glanced out onto the 
Manchet Valley. You can look out 
onto the peaks of the Col de l’lseran 
with no man-made interruption. 

Whether you rent in Le Chardon 
as a group or travel alone, you’re 
guaranteed great food and even 
better conversation every evening. 

The family were elated by the arrival 
of a virgin skier, and were determined 
that I would catch ‘the skiing bug.’ 

In house, a five-course gourmet 
meal is provided every evening by 
chef Paul Websdale. Once the meal 
winds down, guests are encouraged 
to take their champagne to the 
outdoor hot tub. This was the most 
enjoyable and surreal moment of 
the trip, watching night-skiiers weave 
through the mountain side from the 
cosy safety of the Jacuzzi. 

The culture in each chalet is 
an open one, the staff - though it 


seems odd to call them so - are all 
experienced skiers, many of whom 
are on the third or fourth season 
and so are always on hand to offer 
their wisdom. Each room, though 
invidually designed, shares one 
redeeming trait - their picture glass 
windows all offer panoramic views of 
the crisp white valleys that surround 
the lodge. 

The chalet owners are an absolute 
asset to first time visitors - they know 
all the vilage secrets. We were told 
it would be criminal to miss a trip to 
La Folie Douce - otherwise known 
as ‘Ibiza on the slopes.’ At this apres 
bar, the party starts early - when we 
arrived at 2pm, the clientele were 
already stomping on tabletops in 
their ski boots. Folie is the land that 
the recession forgot - as the music 
and champagne flow, skiers conquer 
difficult runs on the outskirts of the 
bar. First timers take note - the ski 
lift to Folie Douce closes at 5pm, 
so unless you drastically improve 
with dutch courage, don’t start 
your journey home on piste. 

Aside from the obvious, there 
are two things in Val d’lsere that 
are unavoidable; an afternoon’s 
shopping, and a hot-chocolate stop at 
the Maison Chevallot bakery. Shrewd 
late comers can take advantage of the 
fantastic season-closing sales as local 
boutiques cater for fashionistas 
and professional skiers alike. 

Although I spent most of the time 
on the Val d’lsere slopes either face 
down in the snow or damaging local 
property, thanks to the good people 
at Le Chardon, I have definitely 
caught ‘the bug.’ }

Angers, France, is an ideal destination for a mini break especially if 
you like Cointreau and tapestries, finds Lorraine Crighton-Smith 


Angers, in Anjou, was a part of France 
I was not familiar with - until a few 
months ago - when I found myself 
boarding a brand new BA flight there 
from London City Airport. It took just an 
hour to cross the channel and land at 
Angers Loire Airport. 

After the short drive from the airport 
to the city centre, we checked into the 
Hotel d’Anjou and headed out to find 
our bearings. What better way than with 
a walking tour? You could wile away 
some time at the nearby market, but 
keep going until you reach the museum 
district, lapping up Angers’ impressive 
architecture as you go. 

Highlights include the the Maison 
d’Adam, an example of the half-timbered 
houses that were built during the Middle 
Ages. Adam’s House has a cheeky 
inhabitant among its many scuplted 
characters - see who can spot him first. 
Also worth a visit are the Collegiate 
Church of Saint-Martin, which dates back 
to Roman and Carolingian times; The 
Galerie David d’Angers, which houses 
works by the sculptor Pierre-Jean David 
d’Angers (1788-1856) and the Musee 
des Beaux-arts showcasing fine art from 
the 14th to the 21st century as well as 
the Histoire d’Angers exhibition. But 
you simply cannot go to Angers and not 
visit Angers Castle and the Apocalypse 
Tapestry - the oldest and largest 
tapestry in the world. 


If you’ve seen enough indoors, 

Angers is famous for its luscious, 
green lands so it’s fitting that is is also 
home to Terra Botanica, a vast plant- 
themed ‘theme’ park. It’s both fun 
and informative so a top attraction for 
younger visitors, or those interested in 
finding out more about plant life. 

Getting about in Angers is easy thanks 
to the smooth-running tram system that 
opened in 2011 (Terra Botanica has its 
own tram stop). Or if you prefer taking 
in the fresh air, it’s a cycle-friendly city. 
In fact I’d thoroughly recommend a 
cycle along The Loire Valley. We hired 
bikes from Loire a Velo and cycled 
alongside the River Loire, making a pit 
stop at Domaine du Closel Chateau 
and Vaults for a tour of the estate and a 
spot of wine tasting. 

Eating out in Angers was another 
of our favourite pastimes. Try 
Le Relais (Rue de La Gare) for a 
gourmet meal with local offerings, 
and Brasserie du Theatre (Place du 
Ralliement) for a first-class supper. 


If you’re feeling thirsty, head to the 
Cointreau factory and museum, where 
the famous orange liqueur has been 
made since 1849. Sante! }

Your maximum mortgage will be the lower of 
a multiple of you and your partner’s earnings, or 
a percentage of the value of the property (loan to 
value). The value of the property is determined by 
the surveyor and may be less than the price you 
agreed. For the above, if the surveyor considers 
the value to be £280,000, the mortgage would be 
£224,000 and you would have to find an additional 
£16,000, unless you renegotiate the price. 

You will need to provide proof of earnings and 
deposit, bank statements and details of your monthly 
income. Lenders will also carry out criminal and 
credit checks on you. 

You should have a clear idea how long you plan 
to live in your property and have a view on the future 
rates of interest as this will determine whether you 
take a variable or fixed interest mortgage 
and the period of any fixed interest.
